Guidelines for issue of Certificate for entitlement 
1. Definition 

1.1 A “newspaper” .shall mean any printed periodi¬ 
cal Work containing public news or comments on 
public new.s as defined in the Press and Registration 
of Books Act 1867, as amended from time to time.

1.2 While ‘indigenous newsprint’ shall mean stand-'^ 
and newsprint produced by the domestic newsprint 
m:lls mentioned in Schedule I of the Newsprint 
Control Order 1962, amended from time to time, 
the d'elinition of imported newsprint shall be taken ^ 
as provided in Chapter 48 of the Customs Tarilfi 
1992-93. 

2. Eligibility 

2.1 Newsprint entitlement certificate shall be issued 
by the Registrar of Newspapers for India, on submis¬ 
sion of formal application complete in all respects, 
to such newspapers I periodicals as have been registered 
with the RNl in accordance with the relevant provi¬ 
sions of the Press & Registration of Books Act 
1867, as amended from time to time. 

2.2 A newspaper shall be eligible for newsprint if 
it has a regularity of 90' per cent in the case of daily, 
bi-weekly or tri-weekly newspapers and 66-213 per 
cent in case it has weekly or lower periodicity, save 
in such cases where the shor fall in regularity has 
arisen because of reasons beyond the control of the 
publisher viz., strikes, lock-outs, go-slow, power short¬ 
age or similar causes. 

2.3 The following categories of publications al¬ 
though these may be registered with the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India as newspapers, shall not be'' 
eligible for newsprint :—■ 

(i) Journals published primarily to promote sale 
of goods or service.s-; 

cm House journals [magazines brought out by 
undcrtaldngs|firms|industrial concerns; 

Ciii) Price lists, cotalogucs. Directories and lot¬ 
tery news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex magazines. 

3. Entitlement . 

3.1 TTie basic entitlement of newsprint for the 
licensing year 1992-93 of a newspaperjperiodical will 
be determined on the basis of its consumption of 
newsprint and any other paper, average annual circu¬ 
lation, average number of publishing days and 
average page area published during the preceding 
year. 

3.2 In the case of those newspapers whose annual 
entitlement is determined by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India to be more than 200 MT standard 
newsprint, the newspapers shall be allow'ed fo 
import standard .newsprint on the condition that for 
every two metitc tonnes of indigenously produced 
newsprint purchased by them they will be entitled 
to import one metr e tonne of standard newsprint. 

3.3 In the case i t those newspapcTs whose aiimi.d 
entirleincnt i^ ta'terMiined by the RNl to be less than 
200 MT. 'he newspapers will be issued b\' the Regis¬ 
trar of Ni-w-iJ iper for India an annual entitlement 
ecrtilicatc for i^oport of standard newsprint snecifying 
the mnximiiiT' cuiantities that the newspaper is ailou- 
ed to iinnoo. Such newspapers will be allowed to 
inirxirr (lie peimilt-’d '^nantitv on half-vcarlv basis. 
The (int instalment will cover 50 per cent of the 


maximum unanlity. Second instalment will be releas¬ 
ed by l^JNl a.^ per the actual pertonnauce of the 
newspaper during the first half of the financial year, 
subject to the maximum quantity already determined 
by the RNl. 

3.4 Noiwittismnding anything in para 3.3 above, 
the annual ejiiinement of a newspaper as determined 
by the RNl iS less than 50 MT, the newspaper con¬ 
cerned will be allowed to import it in one or more 
instubnents. 

3.5 All the editions of a newspaperjperktidical bear¬ 
ing the same title, having the same periodicity, pub¬ 
lished in the same language and owned by the same 
owner either fiublishcd from the same place or from 
different places would be clubbed together and their 
category and entitlement of newsprint will be cal¬ 
culated on the basis of performance particulars in 
respect of all the editions taken together. 

3.6 A newsoafierlpcriodical whose circulation claim 
has been declared unestablished by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India will not be eligible for news¬ 
print unless and until the circulation has been rc- 
cstab'i.shed for the same year or for a subsequent 
year irrespective of any change of the status of the 
newspaper. In case of a newspaperiperiodical whose 
circulation has been assessed by ttic Registrar of 
Newspapers for India to be lower than the claimed 
circulation in the past, the entitlement will be worked 
out on the ba'^is of the circulation as assessed by the 
Registrar of Newspapers for Indi.i. Such a newsi 
paper!periodical continue to get newsprint at 
the assessed circulation and will not he eligible for 
revisivin of its entitlement during the licensing or a 
subsequent vear till the claim of circulation is accept¬ 
ed in full. In ease a newspaperlperlodical is found 
to have given a false statement about its performance 
or circulation it shall render itself liable for being 
debarred from Evocation of newspr'uf for a sperific 
period which mav extend upto one veer In the manner 
indicated below :—

5.4 Applications received after the last dates men¬ 
tioned above are liable to be rejected. However, if 
the applicant gives-valid reasons and the delay is not 
attributable to the applicant, RNI may consider each 
request on merit. 

6. Revision 

A newspaper which secures the basic entitlem,ent of 
a specified quantity of newsprint for 1992-93 can 
apply once during the year for upward revision of the 
entitlement on the basis of increase in its circulation 
and number of pages, provided such an application is 
accompanied by performance certificate duly signed 
by a Chartered Accountant and covers a period of not 
less than 8 m.onths as on 30th November, 1992. Such 
applications should reach the office of the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India along with sample issues of 
dilTcrent d'.tes by 31st December, 1992. 

7. Returns 

7.1 The newspapers having an annual entitlement 
of more than 200 MT of standard newsprint for 
1992-93 shall submit quarterly returns in respect o" 
the purchase of indigenously produced newsprint and 
quantity of standard newsprint imported, to the RNT 
in the prescribed form, with a copy ’o the CCT&E, 
for the quarters ending 30lli June, 30th September, 
31st December and 31st Marc'y wi'hin 30 days of 
the c’osc of Ihc quarter concerned The returns shall 
be certified to be tiire and correct by a Chartered 
Accountant, The returns for the quarters cndinc 
30th September and 31st March should clearly 
show that the purchase or iudigennusliv pi-oduccd 
newspprint was pot less than twice the auantFv nf 
the standard newsprint imnortefi during 'the preced¬ 
ing six months 

7.2 The newspapers with an entitlement of more 
than 50 MT and iiptn 200 MT of standard newsprint 
shall subm,it the returns as mentioned in para 7.1 
ahoVe on half-yearly basis i e. as on 30h September 
and 31st March. Such returns will be submitted on 
annual basis i.c as on 31sf March, whore the annual 
cnt ti'-ment of the newspaper is upto 50 MT of stand- 
dard newsprint. 

7 3 In the case of periodicals given entitlement ccr- 
itificatc for the import or glazed newsprint the returns 
mentioned in para 7.1 above shall be reanired to be 
snbnfitcd on annual basis i.c as on 31st March 

7 4 F.ailure to .submit the Returns in rime or sub- 
taission of false information shall disaualifv the news- 
nap’r concerned for future import entitlement r>r+' 
ficatc.
